'1  hrgcncrai  public  across  Canada  is  grow- 
ing out  ol  patience  with  the  continued  lack 
of  action  and  the  oft-repeated  delays  caused 
by  the  channeling  of  the  permission  to  do 
things  through  some  federal  board  or  other 
It  could  be  called  the  priority  racket,  for  that 
n precisely  what  it  has  become  The  Govern- 
ment acted  the  other  day  to  wipe  out  federal 
aupefvision  as  lo  who  might  buy  automo- 
biles. rendered  almost  non-existent  through  a 
vanrty  of  circumstances-  Will  the  Dominion 
go  further  and  free  building  luppliks'  Its 
building  controls  are  not  helping  anyone,  and 
the  delays  have  become  interminable  and  in- 
tolerable- 

in  the  Greater  Victoria  area,  only  one  in- 
stance in  the  country,  several  hundred  homes 
have  been  erected  to  various  states  of  incom- 
pletion.  Not  many  of  them  are  of  any  ser-  ; 
vice  whatever  in  the  continuing  housing  im- 
pas-sf  Some  have  walls  and  a roof,  hut  iKk 
interior  fixtures.  Others  are  nine-tenths 
completed,  hut  the  missing  portion  renders 
them  inhabitable.  We  know  of  one  home 
rendered  useless  recently  by  missing  hall  and 
cellar  doors,  until  crating  was  used  to  .shut 
out  the  draft. 

It  is  the  same  bleak  story  on  the  inside  of 
these  nearly-built  homes.  Plumbing,  wiring, 
sheet  iron  and  nails  are  not  to  be  had.  Every- 
where a builder  turns  he  is  faced  by  some 
‘■priority."  but  no  supply  1 he  Dominion 
simply  cannot  superviK  il  all.  Why  not  lift 
the  inoperative  controls,  and  let  the  manu- 
facturer. the  mill  and  the  contractor  do  as 
they  always  have  done  in  the  past?  Homes 
were  built  in  Canada  long  before  ■‘priorities'’ 
were  heard  of.  and  on  a far  more  economical 
basis. 

It  should  he  needless  to  point  out  that  the 
Dominion  it.self  u being  hurt  in  this  situa- 
tion as  much  as  any  other  agency.  Its 
veterans’  homes  are  costing  a fortune  and  the 
veterans  are  not  getting  into  (hem.  even  after 
waiting  for  twelve  months.  A drive  through 
the  Cireater  Victoria  area  would  convince  any- 
one that  something  radically  is  wrong  with 
the  present  policy.  It  should  he  altered 
Unfinished  homes  arc  a mockery  in  the  land.

Announcement  that  Yarrows  Ltd  and  the 
\’ictoria  Machinery  Depot  will  make  joint 
tender  next  month  for  the  construction  of 
coastal  freighters  f(W  France  is  a progressive 
hid  to  bring  work  to  local  shipyards  on  the 
program  to  br  carried  out  in  this  country 
with  Canadian  credits.  So  far  most  of  the 
contracts  have  been  going  to  eastern  Canadian 
shipyards,  due  to  the  wage  differential.  I'he 
West  has  begun  to  wonder  if  Ottawa  should 
not  have  made  some  arrangement  for  a more 
equitable  distribution  of  these  contracts  by 
friendly  agreement  with  the  resident  French 
mission  to  space  the  work. 

Under  the  plan  announced  by  Mr.  H S.

High-Handed  Action 

Yugoslav  excuse  that  “violation  of  state 
•ovyreignty  ' by  United  Slates  aircraft  justi- 
fied attack  on  them  will  do  little  to  lessen 
the  concern  felt  by  American  authorities  over 
the  crash,  with  lou  of  life,  of  the  transport 
forced  down  by  armed  Yugoslav  planes 
This  is  not  the  first  incident  of  its  kind, 
which  adds  to  the  general  uneasiness  of  the 
Balkan  political  situation.  Under  no  circum- 
stances was  there  any  justification  for  ag- 
grossive  action  against  an  unarmed  aircraft 
citrying.  at  the  Yugoelavs  well  knew,  pas- 
aengers  on  peaceful  intent 

In  view  of  rvernt  history  the  plea  of  state 
•overrignty  wears  thin.  Had  tt  not  been  for 
the  efforts  of  the  United  States  and  the  Allies 
there  would  today  be  oo  Yugoslavia  to  make 
theatrical  claims  to  inviolate  territory  As 
recently  as  eighteen  months  ago  thr  light  of 
American  and  other  Allied  planes  flying  over- 
^ bead  would  have  been  received  with  cheers 


rather  than  bullets.  Yugoslav  memory  must 
be  short.  So  short,  too.  that  it  overIcKiks  the 
food  and  other  commcxiitirs  flowing  in  part 
from  this  continent  to  sustain  that  country 
during  Its  present  diffLuIties.  Gratitude  is 
not  a conspicuous  trait  in  Europe  these  days 
but  one  would  have  thought  certain  con- 
siderationi  could  not  so  quickly  be  for 
gotten. 

As  to  the  incident  itself,  there  were  ex 
tenuating  circumstances  to  account  for  the 
passage  over  such  apparently  sacrosanct 
Yugoslav  territory.  Storms  forced  the  air- 
craft off  its  course,  as  they  will  do  everywhere 
in  the  air.  This  fact  alone  caused  the  trans 
port  plane  to  cross  the  boundary  line  in  its 
run  from  Vienna  to  Italy.  The  breach  was 
technical,  and  unavoidable.  'I  he  air  cannot 
be  compartmented  against  Nature,  and  air- 
craft in  distress,  like  ships  at  sea.  need  a aim 
liar  immunity  from  over  zealous  interference 

As  an  air  power  Yugoslavia  must  know 
this,  which  makes  such  aggressive  action 
all' thr  more  strange,  even  were  there  no 
ocher  factors  which  should  have  prompted  a 
wiser  course.  Incidents  of  this  nature  are 
not  calculated  to  smooth  the  course  of  peace 
in  the  already  troubled  atmosphere  of  the 
Balkan.s.

MacRobert  and  Munrz- -names 
woven  into  the  texture  of  English  history-  - 
haw  all  become  exiinct  by  the  deaths  in  ac- 
tion of  their  holders 

In  Great  Britain  nowadays  succes.sion 
duties  are  causing  thr  breaking  up  of  many 
estates.  whoM  owner.s  find  it  impossible  (o 
satisfy  the  national  treasury  without  selling 
their  historic  properties  Some  of  these  arc 
passing  into  (he  hands  of  the  National  T rust, 
which  preserves  beauty  spots  in  the  Uniied 
Kingdom  Others  are  being  divided  for 
sale.  In  some  Vases  tenants  whose  forebears 
have  farthed  lands  for  centuries  are  affected. 

In  consonance  with  the  spirit  of  the  present 
age  though  this  mav  be  the  gradual  passing 
of  these  ancient  heritages  leaves  certain 
blanks.  'I  hc  aristocracy  of  lingland  played 
a not  inconsiderable  part  in  the  development 
of  the  British  Empire  In  return  for  their 
privileges  of  birth  and  position,  they  put 
public  service  in  the  forefront  of  tjieir  obli- 
gations Like  more  humbly-placed  subjects, 
they  were  ever  ready  to  place  their  lives  in

Into  the  average  home  la  small  and 
considered  a treat  Perhaps  the 
small  quantity  usually  bought  is 
quickly  uwd.  but  even  one  alrip  of 
bacon  wasted  u a real  loaa. 

Many  homrmaken  do  not  keep 
baron  in  ihe  refrigerator  because  of 
Uic  Ides  that  countr>- -cured  bacon 
lA  hung  in  a well-aired  place  but  not 
j nece\*arily  a cold  one  The  ealt- 
' cured  type  of  baenn  will  keep  under  I 
Uiese  cMiditions  but  the  mild-  ! 
I unto  which  u generally  sold  is  more 
like  fresh  meat  and  should  be  stored 
in  tile  same  way— loosely  covered 
and  cold. 

To  es’rnd  the  bacon  flavor,  the 
bfime  economist  of  the  Agriculture 
I Department  consumer  section  rec- 
I ommend  the  failowing  recipe  | 

Bacon  Cake.-,— "Jlik*  six  irtydium 
potatoes,  stg  strips  of  bacon,  two 
[ lable,>«poon.*  of  chopped  parsley,  two 
tabirapons  of  chopped  onions  and 
salt  and  pepper  lo  taste 
I Cook  and  mash  the  potainet  Cut 
; the  baron  in  small  pieces  and  rook 
in  a ff'it.g  pan  until  crisp  and 
I brown  Remove  from  the  pan  and 


mix  With  mashed  potatoes  and  sea- 
.‘omngs.  Shape  into  cakes  and  sauta 
111  bacon  fsL  This  makes  six  serv- 
mgs.

Thu 
recipe  for  Sweetheart  Ocx9t)es.  which

Osubka*Morawskl.  has  one  of  the 
toughest  government  jobs  in  Europe 
loday  as  he  battles  for  hla  country's 
reconstruction  and  Internal  security, 
hue  he's  never  too  busy  to  see  the 
foreign  press. 

AfTsbIe  and  hard>hlttlng  In  ex* 
preaalng  hu  convictions,  the  Pre- 
mier has  always  left  the  door  open 
for  foreign  correspondents  to  ap- 
proach him— in  marked  contrast  to 
some  other  members  of  the  pro- 
visional regime. 

A press  conference  with  Osubka- 
Mr>rawskl  never  falls  to  produce 
news.  If  he  has  none  of  hU  own 
to  band  out — and  be  usually  has — 
then  a question  or  two  often  pro- 
duces Lhe  best  story  of  the  day.  He 
knows  the  answers  snd  he  un- 
hesitatingly gives  them. 

He  always  speaks  In  his  native 
language,  although  he  knows  others, 
snd  usually  he  speaks  so  clearly  that 
anyone  who  haa  even  a little  knowl- 
edge of  Polish  doesn't  have  much 
trouble  getting  the  cardinal  points. 

The  Premier  usually  holds  his 
press  conferences  In  the  long,  spa- 
cious palsca  tn  Kraknwskl  Prsed- 
mlesfjiu,  near  the  Hotel  Bristol  and 
almost  within  a stone's  throw  of  the 
Vistula. 

Hes  always  ready  for  anything 
snd  doesn't  require  that  questions  be 
submitted  in  advance.  Thai's  one 
reason  why  tlie  answers  he  gives 
often  made  front  page  news. 

The  Premier  Is  keenly  alert  to  In- 
lernatlonal  developments  and  keeps 
a oloae  eye  on  what  happens  par- 
ikrularly  In  the  United  States,  cog- 
nisant of  the  deep  attachment  of 
Poles  for  that  country. 

Re  frequently  sees  United  Sutes 
Amtaasaador  Arthur  Bhsa  Lane  and 
aU  other  envoys  and  keeps  up  to  the 
minute  on  what's  dolnf,  where  and 
why. 

After  he  has  submitted  himself 
to  a barrage  of  questions  from  20  or 
30  foreign  enrrespondenta  that 
sometimes  lasts  as  much  as  two 
hours,  and  when  he  knows  he  has 
satisned  ihe  thirst  for  news  the 
Premier  usually  asks  the  newsmen  . 
Into  an  sd}olnlng  palace  room  for  a 
glass  of  wlnt.
